(1850 – 1931), as designed for the  
Lincoln Memorial on the National 
Mall, and the original wood model 
of the Lincoln Memorial by Ameri-
can architect Henry Bacon (1866 –  
1924). The sculpture has not left 
Chesterwood, French’s former sum- 
mer home and studio in Stockbridge, 
Massachusetts, since it went on 
tour in a retrospective of French’s 
work in 1976 – 1977.

French, also known for such 
famous works as The Minute Man 
(1884) in Concord, Massachusetts, 
was selected in 1914 by the Lincoln 
Memorial Committee to create the 
Lincoln statue as part of the memo-
rial to be designed by Henry Bacon. 
French was also Bacon’s personal 
choice as a collaborator.
